- Athlete faces new physical foe

RAMONA — Roy Swanberg Jr. 
has wanted to play professional 
baseball since he was 10 years old. 
The speedy base-stealer has a shelf 
full of trophies he won while playing 
in the Pony League during his grade 
school years. 

He pitched, fielded and played first 
base for the Ramona High School 
Bulldogs during his freshman and 
sophomore years. One trophy shows 
this team placing second in its league 
last spring. 

Roy’s mother Elizabeth caught 

' sports fever, as well. As team mother, 
she staged fund-raisers, arranged 
transportation and _ provided 
refreshments for the baseball team. 

The 6-foot-4-inch muscular youth 
also played tight end and _ inside 
linebacker on the school’s football 
team. 

This school year promised 
Swanberg’ another season of athletic 
challenges. 

But on Sept. 20 his fast-footed 


maneuvers came to a screeching halt. 
He described the incident as though 
he were viewing it on television. 

About midnight he and _ three 
friends were returning from a dance 
in Escondido. Fog clouded the 
driver’s vision as he swerved around 
a sharp curve on Highway 78, five 
miles east of Escondido. 

He tried to avoid hitting a cliff on 
the right, but turned too sharply to 
the left, ‘‘slid across the center line 
and crashed into the guard rail,’’ 
Swanberg said. 

The driver, whose head hit the 
windshield, was unconscious; the 
front-seat passenger was in shock, he 
related. Seeing blood streaming from 
the face of the other back-seat 
passenger, Swanberg pressed his 
necktie to the wound near his eye. In 
doing so, he twisted his back. 

“T tried to get out of the car, but 
couldn’t md@® my legs,’’ he said. — 

Another carload of kids coming 
from the dance saw the accident and 
called the police. 

“Tt seemed like forever before the 
ambulance came,’’ Swanberg said. 


“TI knew I broke my backbone and 
pelvis and the pain was killing me.”’ 
He had no motion below his waist. 

Paramedics had to remove the 
back end of the hatchback to extract 
him from the vehicle. He asked to be 
taken to Palomar Hospital in 
Escondido where his mother works as 
a registered nurse in the trauma care 
unit. 

“‘T prayed I would not be paralyzed 
and that my friends would be. all 
right,’’ he said. 

Soon after 1 a.m., Elizabeth 
Swanberg learned that her son was in 
the trauma care unit. She recalled her 
own auto accident when she was 
pregnant with Roy, and the doctor’s 
prediction she would lose the child. 

In the trauma room mother and 
son prayed together. X-rays revealed 
two broken vertebrae, which caused 
paralysis below his waist. A CT- 
SCAN showed ‘‘that no floating bone 
fragments were tearing the spinal 
column,’’ Elizabeth said.

Catholic schools will 
join anti-drug program

SAN DIEGO — Catholic schools in San 
Diego County have been urged to offer 
their assistance in a new countywide effort 
to establish yardsticks that identify 
acceptable uses of drugs and alcohol and 
indicate what will not be tolerated in local 
communities. 

The anti-substance abuse program was 
presented at a recent two-day Bottom Line 
Conference sponsored by the Drug Abuse 
Strike Force of San Diego County. 

Conference participants — community 
leaders from throughout the county — were 
given information and techniques to be 
used to establish ‘‘bottom lines’’ for the use 
of drugs, including alcohol, in their 
communities, explained Sally Todd, 
director of curriculum for the diocesan 
Schools Office. 

Todd and Brian Bennett, principal of 
Blessed Sacrament School in San Diego, 
represented Catholic schools at the 
conference. 

Todd detailed the new anti-drug 
program to principals of Catholic schools at 
a meeting last week. 

She told the principals that she had 
committed the assistance of the Schools 
Office in the program and encouraged 
them to support the program in their local 
communities. 

Through the Bottom Line program, San 
Diego County is divided into sections, 
Bennett explained. Each section was 
represented at the conference. 

Working in community teams, 
conference participants: 

© Identified drug and ‘alcohol-related 
behaviors in their community; 

® Determined which behaviors are 
acceptable and which should not be 
tolerated; 

© Developed reasonable bottom lines 
for their community; 

e and planned for involving their 
community in setting and enforcing 
community standards of behavior. 

Conference participants will send 
information about the anti-substance 
abuse program to schools, churches, 
Neighborhood Watch groups and other key 
organizations in their areas to solicit 
participation in the Bottom Line efforts, he 
added. 

Bennett said he will contact the seven 
Catholic schools in his mid-city area, 
asking them to attend upcoming meetings 
on the Bottom Line program. 

Most parents find out their children are 
taking drugs 18 months after the youth

ALPINE — Some members of Queen of Angels 
Church have their own recipe for building community in 
their parish. 

Father Laurence ‘McLaughlin, pastor, is the key 
ingredient, they agreed. 

‘He reaches out to include everyone,’’ said Monica 
Carlin, parish council president. 

‘‘He gives everyone an opportunity to participate in 
parish activities,’ said Joe Lunday, a lector and special 
minister of the Eucharist. 

The parish’s small size is another important ingredient. 
Most of the 240 registered families know each other, said 
Ruth Jellison, parish secretary. There is little transiency, 
although recently constructed apartments have added 
new faces to 'the parish, she said. 

To Cleo Wallan, a member for over 37 years, the 
church’s present size dwarfs its earliest days. She recalls 
attending Mass with about 20 others on the porch of a 
parishioner’s home before the church was built. 

The liturgy serves as leaven for the parish family. Slt 
binds people together and says we are the family of God,”’ 
Father McLaughlin said. 

He wants no barriers to separate parishioners during 
worsnip; hence the absence of a crying room. 

Carlin said that the family-oriented pastor reminds the 
assembly that ‘‘children are a part of the community.”’ 

So they make themselves at home on the blue carpet, 
occasionally crawling into the sanctuary. No distraction 
— Father McLaughlin just weaves the child’s adventure 
into the theme of his homily. 

He told the Southern Cross of one youngster whose 
talking was competing with his homily. He stopped and 
asked the youth what he was talking about. 

‘“‘My birthday party,’”’ the child answered. After 
naming those who were invited, he added, *‘And you too, 
God.”’ 

Some Masses have a special family flavor. About one- 
fourth of the liturgical ministers serve with other family 
members, Carlin said. She serves as a special minister of 
the Eucharist with her husband Dave, a lector, and her 
son Brad, an altar server. 

Father McLaughlin told her 10-year-old daughter 
Nicol she could also be a lector when her family was in the 
sanctuary. 


The pastor said his homilies are his chief vehicle of 
instruction. He stresses that the ‘‘church is the people of 
God’’ made up of individual families who blend into a 
parish family and the family of the church. 

The Alpine parish family is a close-knit community, 
according to those interviewed. Parishioners show their 
congeniality before and after Masses and during the 
greeting of peace, Louisella Lunday said. 

Several visiting priests have commented on the warmth 
and love they feel in our church, her husband added. 

Parish life is seasoned with a variety of social gatherings 
that are geared to community-building, not fund-raising, 
Jellison said, noting the debt-free status of the church. 

Parishioners pack the parish hall, deck and CCD 
classrooms for the annual ‘‘Pat and Joe parties’ to 
celebrate the feasts of St. Patrick and St. Joseph in 
March. Participants savor a catered dinner and dance to 
live music. 

The Christmas season sees young and old mingling at a 
stew-and-salad dinner prepared and served by CCD 
pupils from preschool to grade six. Jack McGill, director 
of religious education, organizes this event. 

The Women’s Group plans a menu of activities that 
serve parishioners’ special needs. Members welcome 
newcomers into the parish by organizing get-acquainted 
gatherings for them and longtime church members, said 
Katie Ford, president. They also treat families of 
newborns to a dinner they take to those families’ homes. 

After sending widows and widowers of the parish 
holiday greeting cards, the Women’s Group hosted a tea 
for them in September. They will give a Valentine party 
for them in February. 

Next week the group will stage a fashion show, 
spotlighting men, women and children of the parish who 
will model clothing from local apparel shops. 

Last year’s mother-daughter brunch was so popular, 
the Women’s Group decided to hold a father-son brunch 
this year. 

Annual ethnic dinners also bring the community 
together. Parishioners Joe and Lina Minervini used to 
cook Italian meals for the parish. Luis and Maria 
Valencia now carry on that tradition by preparing 
Mexican dinners. 

Those interviewed recommend their recipe for 
community-building, which they say begins at Mass. 
They relish the fruits of all who labor at Queen of Angles 
Church to make its eucharistic banquet a family feast.

have started, Bennett explained. 

The Bottom Line program will provide 
substance abuse education for parents as 
well as access to community resources. 

Todd noted that educators at the 
conference agreed that ‘‘parents are the 
primary educators with regard to drug 
education.” 

Many ‘diocesan schools have featured 
drug awareness information sessions for 
parents. 

Last week’s Parent-Teacher Group 
| meeting at Blessed Sacrament School 
| included a presentation by Capt. Jerry 
| Sanders of the San Diego Police 
Department. Sanders detailed the area’s 
drug problems and told parents what they 
can do to combat it. 

Sanders also told the 60 parents present 
that SDPD is working on a program to 
assign police officers who will assist in drug 
‘abuse education in San Diego schools, 
including some Catholic institutions. 
| Diocesan parishes have also held drug 
| abuse information forums for parishioners. 
| Such a session ‘was held at Our Lady of 
Angels parish, San Diego, last Tuesday. 
SDPD personnel met with community 
members and school leaders to discuss 
methods to combat the open drug dealing 
now occurring in the Sherman Heights and 
Golden Hill areas. 

Todd said diocesan Catholic schools 
have been told that they have access to 
substance abuse educational materials 
from San Diego City Schools. The 
materials, developed through the ‘‘Drug 

Free Schools and Communities Act of 
| ’86,’’ include worksheets and videotapes 
for children in grades K-6. , 

Eight Catholic schools are currently 
using the materials and many others have 
expressed interest in it, Todd said. 
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Portal; is one of the schools using the 
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St. Charles Borromeo School, Loma , 


materials. Principal Rosemary Watson 
said the program stresses self-esteem and 
self-worth. 

‘‘Teachers appreciate having these 
materials,’’ Watson said. ‘“There is not 
much on the market in sequential order’’ 
like this program. 

For kindergarten students, the program 
features decision-making opportunities, 
such as asking them to identify poisonous 
foodstuffs, she said. 

The program is more specific for junior- 
high-aged students. ‘‘It talks about risks to 
the body and what chemicals do to it,”’ she 
explained. 

The materials provide an awareness of 
the problem and danger of substance abuse 
rather than a totally scientific approach, 
Watson said, adding that it includes a 
glossary of the street names of drugs for 
teachers. ‘‘I think (the materials); would 
work well in all Catholic schools,’’ she said. 

Presently, the diocesan curriculum 
guide recommends that drug abuse 
education be done in the sixth grade, Todd 
said. However, educators now know this is 
too late to start such education, she added. 

Most diocesan schools begin substance 
abuse education in lower grades, beginning 
with telling kindergarten students about 
the dangers of drugs found in their 
medicine cabinets, such as aspirin, Todd 
said. 

Todd said the Schools Office is working 
with Sister Gertrude Ann Sullivan, author 
of the diocesan curriculum guide and 
former curriculum director for the Schools 
Office, to revise the guide. 

Ann Buko, school nurse at St. Francis 
School in Vista, said she has been providing 
a school-wide drug education program for 
nine years. It includes educating children 
on the dangers of alcohol and tobacco use, 
Buko said, adding that the program 
becomes more concéntratéd at the higher 
grade levels.

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Help poor help themselves 


We know from Scripture that Jesus taught us to have 
compassion, respect and understanding for the poor. 
That is what we as Christians and members of the 
Catholic community must do. As People of God, we must 
create and take advantage of opportunities to assist our 
brothers and sisters who live in poverty. 

The Campaign for Human Development is one such 
opportunity. CHD provides funding to community 
organizations that build solidarity and peace by 
promoting human development. 

Last November, on the eve of our Constitution’s 
bicentennial, we bishops issued a pastoral letter 
challenging Americans to develop the same commitment 
to economic justice that our Founding Fathers devoted to 
civil liberty. Our letter, Economic Justice for All, stresses the 
importance of self-help efforts that empower people to 
gain human dignity and self-reliance. 

Much of our confidence in the self-help approach to 
poverty stems from our experience with CHD. As we 
stated in the pastoral, ‘‘Our experience. with the 
Campaign for Human Development confirms our 
judgment about the validity of self-help and 
empowerment of the poor. The campaign, which has 
received the positive support of American Catholics since 
it was launched in 1970, provides a model that we think 
sets a high standard for similar efforts’? (No. 357). 

The self-help initiatives funded by CHD offer 
opportunities for involvement to the poor and non-poor 
alike. Through your prayers, labor and financial support, 
you can participate in the ‘‘new American experiment.’’ 
Last year, you and others contributed more than $11 
million to the campaign. However, deteriorating 
economic environment to low-income Americans compels 
us to continue our effort. Consider the economic ‘‘state of 
the nation’’ for the poor: 


*Over 32 million Americans remain poor, a level the 
U.S. Catholic bishops have called ‘‘a social and moral 
scandal;”’ 

Over three-fourths of all poor in the U.S. are children 
or female adults; 

*Over 7 million Americans are currently unemployed, 
5.3 million are underemployed and 1 million discouraged 
job-seekers have dropped out of the labor force. Less than 
one-third of those affected receive benefits; and the top 
one-fifth of American households received 46. 1 percent of 
the income earned in 1986, while the bottom one-fifth 
received only 3.8 percent. 

Together with my fellow bishops throughout the 
United States, I am designating the week of Nov. 15-22 as 
“CHD week’’ in our diocese. Your parish priest will 
explain more about CHD and the church’s obligation to 
the poor. Please read the CHD flyer available in your 
parish and contact our diocesan CHD office to find out 
how you can join the struggle for economic justice for all. 
Together, we can build justice, social solidarity and 
peace.

Moral sex/drug education © 


As we mark the U.S. Constitution’s 200th anniversary, 
it is vitally important to discern the meaning of the 
“national interest’’ and the ‘‘public good.’’ 

Increased awareness of the acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome (AIDS) and AIDS related complex (ARC) calls 
for a moral climate which carefully analyzes the kind of 
society we live in and want to live in. 

There are two objectives which serve the public good: 
to preserve and protect human dignity while assuring the 
rights of all and to care for all who are in need of help. 

“Fairness’’ and ‘‘caring”’ are thus the primary values 
relating to the public good. 

Medical science is making important advances in 
identifying the cause of AIDS/ARC and developing 
treatments. Although we do not yet know how to cure 
AIDS, we do know how to cure ignorance: education. 

But education regarding human sexuality and drug use 
as they relate to the spread of AIDS must be responsible; 
and thus we should not be afraid to speak up for and insist 
on a restoration of basic principles of morality. 

People need to know what AIDS is and what it isn’t. 
They need to know how it spreads and how to prevent it. 

People need to know that they will not get AIDS by 
working next to a victim; they won’t get it from 
swimming pools or shaking hands or sharing telephones. 

Education to personal and social responsibility is the 
only realistic and long-term affective means to prevent the 
spread of this disease. : 

It is crucial to stres§ that the most effective measure for 
significantly reducing the spread of HIV (AIDS virus) 
infection is proper and responsible education. 

But education must be understood not simply as the 
transfer of knowledge but also sustaining the added 
dimension of inducing, persuading and motivating people 
to avoid the transmission of HIV. 

It is fashionable today to applaud candor and sex and to 
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and human dignity. 


Too many false prophets claim that “Everything is all 
right, you are OK, so relax. Just use condoms and clean 
needles and everything will be fine.’’ This is gross moral 
deception. 


The use of the condom, e.g., does not represent a 
satisfying solution to the problem. Reputable studies 
indicate that condoms are not a foolproof method against 
either disease or pregnancy (Journal of the American Medical 
Association, Feb. 6, 1987, 640). ; 


Furthermore, it is tragically ironic for programs 
designed for AIDS-prevention to encourage users of 


illegal drugs to ‘‘shoot up’’ with clean needles. 


Basic moral principles? 


AIDS education must emphasize abstinence from 
illegal drug use and from sexual activity outside 
monogamous marriage. 


Educational programs must uphold an ethic of 
abstinence as a first-choice option in regard to non- 
marital sexuality. In marriage, faithful monogamy must 
be stressed as a value. 

The statement of the California Catholic Conference of 
Bishops is instructive: 

**,.. one cannnot become infected with the AIDS virus 
by casual contact ... avoidance of illicit use of drugs, 
sexual abstinence before marriage and monogamous 
fidelty within marriage recommend themselves as 
medically wise and morally responsible.’’ (A Call to 
Compassion: Pastoral Letter on AIDS to the Catholic 
Community of California,’’ May, 1987).

SAN FRANCISCO — Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Francisco an- 
nounced Nov. 5 that on his doctor’s advice 
he is taking an indefinite sabbatical to re- 
cover from ‘‘the effects of accumulated 
stress.’ : 

The rest period, at an undisclosed loca- 
tion, would begin immediately, he said. 

Archbishop Quinn, 58, said it was his 
first sabbatical ‘‘in 34 years as a priest and 
20asabishop.”’ 

Norman Phillips}‘San Francisco archdi- 
ocesan press officer, said the archbishop 
was simply worn out from work and said 
there was no disease or chemical dependen- 
cyinvolved. 

Calling the priests of the archdiocese to- 
gether to announce his decision, Arch- 
bishop Quinn told them, ‘‘Iexpect to gotoa 
retreat setting, where I can undergoa medi- 
cal evaluation, learn how to deal more ef- 
fectively with the problems of stress and re- 
turn renewed and refreshed to take up once 
again my pastoral service as archbishop of 
San Francisco. 

“In my absence Msgr. Francis Lacey, 
vicar general, will assume most of my re- 
sponsibilities,’’ he added. 

In recent year Archbishop Quinn has 
served as president of the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Bishops, president of 
the California Catholic Conference, 
member of a three-bishop commission 
appointed by the Holy See to help resolve 
a major church dispute in the Archdiocese 
of Seattle, and host of a papal visit to San 
Francisco this past September. 

Ordained a priest in 1953, he was made 
auxiliary bishop of San Diego in 1967. He 
became bishop of Oklahoma City and 
Tulsa in 1971 and first archbishop of Okla- 
homa City in 1972. He was appointed arch- 
bishop of San Francisco in 1977.

He will also make a presentation to 
diocesan priests on the topic of authority 
and personal conscience Noy. 19. 

In a recent telephone interview with the 
Southern Cross, Father Gula outlined the 
content and focus of his presentations. 

‘‘T believe that the roots of conversion 
lie in the imagination,”’ he said. A change 
in how people image God, self and others, 
he explained, gives rise to changed 
behavior. 

Father Gula, who published a book on 
reconciliation entitled To Walk Together 
Again: The Sacrament of Reconciliation three 
years ago, said he will explain in the USD 
workshop that the spirituality of 
reconciliation involves the development of 
key traits such as hope, trust, forgiveness, 
conversion and hospitality. 

When people develop these traits, they 

can become agents of reconciliation, he 
said. i 
’ Also he will explore the theological 
issues and pastoral challenges affecting 
how people experience and celebrate the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation. 

How people experience God, the 
church and sin affects how they 
experience reconciliation, he said, and 
suggests challenges that need to be 
addressed. 

The Menlo Park moral theologian has 
developed a new model for examination 
of conscience, which he will discuss 
during his talk on formation of conscience 
and how church teachings fit into it. 

After expressing sorrow for not using 
God’s blessings well, the penitent 
resolves in love to change the ungrateful 
behavior. Father Gula said this model 
grows out of the tradition of St. Ignatius 
in combination with Father Gula’s own 
experience as a retreat master and 
spiritual director. 
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The traditional notion that conversion 
is for converts will also be re-examined 
during Father Gula’s presentations. The 
whole notion that conversion is just for 
converts changing faiths is not the Gospel 
vision, he said. 

He defines conversion as an ‘’ongoing 
refocusing of one’s heart toward God that 
occurs throughout a person’s lifetime.”’ 
Reconciliation, he added, has already 
occurred by God through Christ. The 
task of the Christian, as he sees it, is to 
accept reconciliation and be open to 
receive it. 

He said that a reveiw of the history of 
the Sacrament of Reconciliation will show 
that it has not always been celebrated the 
way it is now. That history suggests the 
sacrament could be celebrated differently 
in the future. 

In addition to the workshop, which is 
offered under the auspices of the Institute 
for Christian Ministries, Father Gula 
will, at the request of Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, address diocesan priests on the 


topic of authority and _ personal 
conscience. 
‘“‘For Catholics, official church 


teaching is an integral part of conscience 
formation. It cannot be ignored or written 
off,’’ he said. 

Does doubting or questioning one 
article of faith mean that a Catholic is no 
longer in good standing in the church? 

Father Gula said it depends on how, 
where and by whom the doubts and 
questions are raised. 

“There are many kinds of dissent. 
There is a danger in lumping all kinds of 
dissent together. In order for someone to 
be barred from the sacraments, it would 
have to be a very public, overt and defiant 
kind of dissent; I would think,’’ he said.

remained his biggest fan, 

His two-week stay at Palomar 

Hospital saw some movement 
_ gradually returning to his legs and 
hips. 
He spent the next 3 1/2 weeks at 
Sharp Memorial Hospital’s 
rehabilitation center in San Diego. A 
neurologist ‘‘tried to get me to be as 
independent as possible,’’ Roy said. 
He left there wearing a body vest and 
walking with leg braces and crutches. 
Since arriving home Oct. 28, Roy 
has gradually increased mobility in his 
legs. He no longer wears the braces, 
manages all indoor walking with one 
crutch and can walk across a room 
without any support. ‘‘Everyday is a 
miracle,’’ Elizabeth said. 

However, he said he has no control 
over some of his bodily functions and is 
plagued with severe pain in his back 
and hip.

The prognosis? ‘“The doctors don’t 
know,’’ Elizabeth said. She repeated 
McKinley’s prediction on Nov. 6 that 


full recovery ‘‘will depend on the boy’s

Since learning of the accident, she 
has asked prayers of coworkers, 
family, friends, Religious communities 
and her fellow members of the Army 
Reserve 129th evacuation unit. 


“Every time Roy reaches a plateau, 


we ask for more prayers; then he 


makes progress,’’ she said, adding that 
thousands of people are praying for her 
son. 


Much of that prayer originates at 
her parish. Father Charles Sheslo, 
pastor, prays for Roy during Sunday 
Masses. Parishioners have had Masses 
offered for him. 

“We always pray for healing 
according to the Lord’s will,’’ he told 
the Southern Cross. When physical 
healings don’t occur, people are always 
touched by a spiritual healing, he 
added. 

Roy attended Mass Nov. 1 at 
Immaculate Heart of Mary Church — 
the first time since his accident. He 
had received the Anointing of the Sick 
and the Eucharist at Palomar Hospital. 

As Roy battles to regain mastery of 
his physique, parishioners have 
supported the family in a variety of

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Lecture to focus 
on the Gospel 
of Jesus’ birth 


LA JOLLA — ‘‘The Star, the Magi and the Wicked 
Herod’’ will be the topic of a lecture by biblical scholar 
Sulpician Father Raymond E. Brown at the University of 
California at San Diego on Nov. 23. 

No admission will be charged for the presentation at 8 
p.m. in Peterson Hall, Third College, UCSD. It is 
sponsored by the Burke Lectureship on Religion and 
Society. 

The theme of the lecture is Matthew’s Gospel story of 
Jesus’ birth. 

It is ‘‘an interpretation that is neither fundamentalist nor 
debunking, but concerns itself with what this Gospel meant 
to Matthew’s divided community of Jews and Gentiles, and 
with what this Gospel can mean to people today,”’ said 
Father Brown, an Auburn Distinguished Professor of 
Biblical Studies at the ecumenical Union Theological 
Seminary in New York City. 

Father Brown is currently president of the International 
Society of New Testament Studies, the first American 
Catholic to hold this position. 

__-He has lectured widely in Europe, Asia, Australia and 
Latin America and served as visiting professor at the 
Albright School of Archeology in Jerusalem and at the 
Pontifical Biblical Institute in Rome. 

Father Brown holds 15 honorary doctorates from 
Catholic, Lutheran and Presbyterian theological faculties 
in thiscountry andin Europe. He hasauthored 20 books and 
has won major book awards seven times. 

By papal nomination he served as consultor for the 
Vatican Secretariat for Christian Unity from 1968 to 1973. 

From 1972 to 1978, he was the only American on the 
Roman Pontifical Biblical Commission. The appointment 
was accorded to 20 scholars ‘‘outstanding for their learning, 
prudence and Catholic regard for the magisterium of the 
church,’’ Pope Paul stated. 

The Burke Lectureship is endowed in honor of Father 
Eugene M. Burke, a Paulist priest who died in 1984 after a 
distinguished career as a teacher, scholar, theologian and 
ecumenist. Father Burke was closely associated with 
UCSD, for his last seven years as a member of the Paulist 
ministry there.

‘Suspect’ is played just right

Suspect is a mystery suspense story of 
murder and corruption in the nation’s 
capital. If that’s not your cup of tea, it also 
hasalittle warm romance. 

The story starts with the suicide of a 
Supreme Court justice, followed by the 
discovery of the corpse of a Justice 
Department secretary. Obviously there isa 
connection, butit takes the rest ofthe film to 
establish what itis. 

The police arrest a wild derelict (Liam 
Neeson) for the secretary’s murder and a 
public defender is appointed to represent 
him. Kathleen Riley (Cher) does the job in 
high style, proving him innocent by finding 
the real murderer. 

But first she has to tame the derelict who 
refuses to talk and even attacks her when 
she tries to talk with him in his cell. Finally 

_ she realizes that the man is a deaf mute as a 
result of servicein Vietnam. 

In court Kathleen faces a tough 
prosecutor (Joe Mantegna) and a judge 
(John Mahoney) whois ina hurry to get the 
trial over. Fortunately, one of the jurors isa 
Washington lobbyist for the milk industry, 
Eddie Sanger (Dennis Quaid), who not 
only knows how to cut corners but takes a 
personal interest in the public defender and 
tohelp her winan acquittal. 

Afraid of being disbarred for jury 
tampering, Kathleen discourages him at 
first, but her zeal to prove the innocence of 
the derelict overcomes her scruples. Part of 
the movie’s suspense comes from whether 
the suspicious judge will discover their 
collusion.

There is instant sympathy generated by 
having the menacing suspect prove to be a 
deaf mute. There is even a mysterious 
razor-wielding derelict who might be the 
killer and there are a number of shadowy 
Justice Department figures in the 
background. 


The story and its red herrings are played 
just right by veteran director Peter Yates, 
who knows howto set up ascene for surprise 
and build and maintain the appropriate 
mood. British photographer Billy Williams 
looks at Washington with a fresh eye 
showing the poverty intermingled with the 
monuments. 


All of this, however, serves as the setting 
for Cher’s winning performance as a 
strong, intelligent, dedicated and, yes, 
attractive woman. Itisavery appealing role 
and Cher makes the charactercredible. 


Quaid’s performance is right on target as 
the likeable but glib and conniving 
lobbyist, willing to sleep with a congress- 
woman to get her vote on acrucial bill. But 
he, though important in the plot, is really 
only another ofthe supporting players. 


Eddie, the juror, involves himself in the 
investigation because he would like to 
romance Kathleen, but she is too busy and 
keeps him at arm’s length. The romance is 
in the attraction between the two, which 
comesacross brightly and sympathetically. 


Yates has treated the violent elements of 
the story with similar restraint, suggesting 
more than he shows. Though there are a 
few grisly visuals, some adults may find the 
scenes of threat and tension more unset- 
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Someone to Watch Over Me is the tale 
of two boroughs of New York City 
packaged as a sentimental romantic crime 
thriller. Needlessto say, it doesn’t wash. 

The story, such as it is, concerns a poor 
little rich girl (Mimi Rogers) from the 
glitter world of Manhattan who witnesses a 
murder and is given police protection. One 
of the detectives guarding her (Tom 
Berenger) comes from working-class 
Queens and goes gaga over the pretty 
socialite though he has a lovely wife 
(Lorraine Bracco) andchildathome. 

The triangle is as phony as a wooden 
Susan B. Anthony dollar. The only thing 
convincing about the Berenger role is his 
look of intense embarrassment throughout 
while Rogers only looks but doesn’t act. 

Bracco has some real fire as the earthy, 
foul-mouthed wife who, in the movie’s best 
scene, decks her husband with a single 
punch when he tells her he loves her though 
heisstill involved with his high society lady. 

If it doesn’t work as sentimental 
romance, itiseven worse asacrime thriller. 
The effectiveness of the New York Police 
Department in protecting a material 
witness presents no challenge to the 
maniacal murderer (played by Andreas 
Katsulas, whose grimaces seem caused by 
deep-seated heartburn). 

The only thing that does work in this 
mishmash are the scenes of nasty brutish 
violence. Director Ridley Scott excels at 
this kind of empty visual excess but there is 
noneed for viewers to be so brutalized. 

The film is filled with excessive violence, 
lush treatment of adultery and much rough 
language.
